Battery Backup with Battery Senti- 
nel® — maintains the time for up to 8 
hours if power is interrupted, and lets 
you know when you need to replace the 
backup battery. 

TELEPHONE 

13-Number Memory Dialing — lets you 
store up to 13 phone numbers in memo- 
ry for easy dialing — 3 in priority memo- 
ry and 10 in standard memory. 

Redial — lets you quickly dial the last 
number dialed. 

Touch-Tone (DTMF) or Pulse Dialing 

— lets you use the phone with either 
type of service.

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READ THIS BEFORE 
INSTALLATION 

We have designed your telephone to 
conform to federal regulations, and you 
can connect it to most telephone lines. 
However, each telephone (and each de- 
vice, such as a telephone or answering 
machine) that you connect to the tele- 
phone line draws power from the tele- 
phone line. We refer to this power draw 
as the device’s ringer equivalency num- 
ber, or REN. The REN is shown on the 
bottom of your clock radio telephone. 

If you use more than one telephone or 
other device on the line, add up all of the 
RENs. If the total is more than five, your 
telephones might not ring. In rural areas, 
a total REN of three might impair ringer 
operation. If ringer operation is impaired, 
remove a device from the line. 


FCC STATEMENT 

Your clock radio telephone complies 
with Part 68 of FCC Rules. You must, 
upon request, provide the FCC registra- 
tion number and the REN to your tele- 
phone company. Both numbers are 
shown on the bottom of your clock radio 
telephone. 

Note: You must not connect your clock 
radio telephone to: 

• Coin-operated systems 

• Party-line systems 

• Most electronic key telephone sys- 
tems 

This device complies with Part 15 of the 
FCC Rules.

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PREPARATION 

SELECTING A LOCATION 

Select a location for your clock radio 
telephone that is: 

• Out of the way of normal activities 

• Near a modular phone line jack 

• Near a standard AC outlet 

Your clock radio telephone connects di- 
rectly to a modular telephone line jack. If 
your telephone wiring does not have a 
modular jack, you can update the wiring 
yourself or have the telephone company 
update it for you. 

Notes: 

• RadioShack stores sell jacks and 
adapters to convert older wiring 
methods to modular wiring. 

• The USOC number of the jack to be 
installed is RJ11C (or RJ11W for a 
wall plate jack). 


CONNECTING TO AC 
POWER 

Plug the power cord into a standard AC 
outlet. 12 : 00 flashes when the radio is 
first plugged in, or when power is re- 
stored after an interruption and the 
backup battery is dead or not installed. 



Caution: To prevent electric shock, one 
blade on the AC power cord’s plug is 
wider than the other so the plug only fits 
one way. If you cannot easily insert the 
plug, turn it over and try again. Do not 
force it! 


INSTALLING THE 
BACKUP BATTERY 

To keep the clock running for up to 8 
hours during an AC power failure, install 
a 9-volt backup battery (not supplied). 
We recommend an alkaline battery, 
such as RadioShack Cat. No. 23-553. 
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If AC power fails, the clock display dis- 
appears, but the clock keeps running, 
and the telephone still works. 

Cautions: 

• Remove the battery if you do not 
plan to use the clock radio for a 
week or more. Batteries can leak 
chemicals that could damage the 
clock radio telephone. 

• Use only a fresh battery of the re- 
quired size and recommended type. 

Follow these steps to install the backup 
battery. 

1 . Slide the battery compartment cover 
on the bottom of the clock radio tele- 
phone in the direction of the arrow 
and pull the cover up to remove it. 



2. Snap the battery into the terminals 
and place it in the compartment. 



Notes: 

• If the display flashes after an AC 
power failure, replace the battery 
and reset the clock. 

• Replace the battery when the BATT 
SENTINEL indicator on the left side 
of the display lights. 



CONNECTING THE 
HANDSET 

To connect the handset, plug one end of 
the supplied coiled cord into the modular 
jack on the handset, then plug the other 
end into the modular jack on the side of 
the clock radio telephone. Place the 
handset on the cradle. 



3. Replace the cover. 


Note: Your local RadioShack store car- 
ries several different lengths of coiled 
cords. 
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CONNECTING TO A 
PHONE LINE 

Plug one end of the supplied modular 
cord into the modular line jack on the 
back of the clock radio telephone. Then 
plug the other end into a modular phone 
line jack. 



SETTING THE DIALING 
MODE 

Set PULSE/TONE on the handset to the 
type of service you have. If you are not 
sure what type of service you have, fol- 
low these steps. 

1. Pick up the handset and listen for a 
dial tone. 

2. Set PULSE/TONE to TONE. 



3. Press any number except 0. 

If the dial tone stops, you have 
touch-tone service. 


Note: If you have pulse service and 
want to use a special service that re- 
quires tone signals (such as bank-by- 
phone), see “Using Tone Services on a 
Pulse Line” on Page 9. 


SETTING THE TIME 



1 . Hold down TIME, then repeatedly 
press HOUR. The hour digit advanc- 
es by 1 with each press. (If you hold 
down HOUR, the hour continuously 
advances). 

Note: The AM indicator appears at 
the upper left corner of the display 
during AM hours. 

2. Hold down TIME, then repeatedly 
press MIN. The minute digits ad- 
vance by 1 with each press. (If you 
hold down MIN, the minutes continu- 
ously advance). 


If the dial tone continues, you have 
pulse service. Set PULSE/TONE to 
PULSE. 
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SETTING THE HANDSET TURNING THE RINGER 
VOLUME ON/OFF 


You can adjust the sound you hear 
through the handset by setting VOLUME 
to NOR, MED, or HI. 



You can turn the ringer on or off by set- 
ting RINGER to ON or OFF. 



You can make caiis with the ringer off, 
and you can receive caiis with the ringer 
off if you hear another phone on the 
same iine ring. 
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USING THE TELEPHONE 


Use the telephone as you normally 
would to make and answer calls. 

The radio automatically mutes when you 
pick up the handset. 


USING FLASH 

Many special phone services require a 
switchhook signal. The FLASH button 
provides the electronic equivalent of a 
switchhook operation. For example, If 
you have call waiting (a special service 
available from some phone compa- 
nies), you can put a call on hold and 
take a second Incoming call on the 
same line by pressing FLASH. Press 
FLASH again to return to the first call. 



USING REDIAL 

To redial the last number dialed, lift the 
handset. When you hear the dial tone, 
press REDIAL. The phone automatically 
dials the last number dialed. 



Note; The redial memory holds up to 32 
pulse digits (31 tone digits), so you can 
redial long-distance as well as local 
phone numbers. 


USING TONE SERVICES 
ON A PULSE LINE 

Some special services, such as alter- 
nate long-distance and bank-by-phone, 
require tone signals. If you have pulse 
service, you can still use special tone 
services by following these steps. 



1. Be sure PULSE/TONE Is set to 
PULSE. Then dial the number of the 
special service. 

2. When the service answers, press 
>k. Any additional numbers you dial 
are sent as tone signals. 

3. Follow the special service’s dialing 
procedure. 

4. When you complete the call, hang 
up. The phone automatically returns 
to pulse dialing. 
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USING MEMORY DIALING 

The clock radio telephone has two types 
of memory — priority and standard — 
that let you store and easily dial up to 13 
numbers. You can store up to 3 num- 
bers in priority memory and dial them by 
pressing a single button. You can store 
up to 10 numbers in standard memory 
and dial them by pressing two buttons. 

Storing a Number in Memory 

Note: You might hear noises or the op- 
erator’s voice on the line as you store a 
number in memory. This is not a mal- 
function. 

1. Press STORE. 



2. Enter the number you want to store 
(up to 16 digits if PULSE/TONE is set 
to PULSE or up to 1 5 digits if PULSE/ 
TONE is set to TONE). 

Notes: 

• You can store phone numbers or 
special banking or telephone ser- 
vice numbers (such as access 
codes or account numbers) in 
memory. 

For security purposes, we recom- 
mend that you do not store pri- 
vate numbers, such as personal 
identification numbers or pass- 
words, in memory. 


• If you have pulse service and 
want to use tone dialing, press * 
at the appropriate place in the 
sequence of numbers to switch to 
tone signals. 

• To store one or more pauses in 
the memory number, see “Stor- 
ing a Pause in Memory.” 

3. Press STORE again. 

4. To store the number in a priority 
memory location, press a priority 
memory dial key (Pi, P2, or P3) to 
store the number in that location.

To store the number in a standard 
memory, press a number key (0-9) 
to store the number in that location. 

Note: You cannot erase a number in 
memory, but you can store a new one in 
its place. 

Storing a Pause in Memory 

In some telephone systems, you must 
dial an access code (9, for example) and 
wait for a second dial tone before you 
can dial an outside number. You can 
store the access code with the phone 
number; however, you should also store 
a pause after the access code to allow 
the outside line time to connect.

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To add a 2-second pause to a phone 
number you are storing in memory, 
press REDIAL at each point where a 
pause is needed. 



Note: Each pause entry counts as one 
memory digit in the stored number. 

Dialing a Stored Number 

To diai a number stored in a priority 
memory iocation, simpiy press that num- 
ber's priority memory diai key (Pi, P2, or 
P3). 

To diai a number stored in a standard 
memory iocation, press MEMORY then 
the desired memory number (0-9). 
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USING THE CLOCK RADIO

The AM antenna is built in. Rotate the 
clock radio for the best AM reception. 
For the best FM reception, fully extend 
the power cord. 



Note: The AM indicator appears at 
the upper left corner of the display 
during AM hours. 

3. While you hold down ALARM, press 
MIN. The alarm minute advances by 
1 with each press. (Hold down MIN 
to continuously advance the min- 
utes.) 

To view the current alarm time, press 

ALARM. 

Using the Radio Aiarm 

To set the alarm so the radio turns on at 
the set time, slide ON/OFF/AUTO/BUZZ 
to AUTO. The alarm indicator lights. At 
the set time, the radio turns on automati- 
cally and turns off after 2 hours. 


USING THE ALARM 

Setting the Aiarm Time 

1 . Slide ON/OFF/AUTO/BUZZ to OFF. 


To turn off the radio before it automati- 
cally turns off, slide ON/OFF/AUTO/BUZZ 
to OFF. The alarm indicator turns off. Or, 
to have the radio turn on again the next 
day at the preset time, just press ALARM 
when the alarm sounds. 


2. While you hold down ALARM, press 
HOUR. The alarm hour advances by 
1 with each press. (Hold down 
HOUR to continuously advance the 
hour). 


Using the Buzzer Aiarm 

To set the alarm so the buzzer sounds 
at the set time, slide ON/OFF/AUTO/ 
BUZZ to BUZZ. The alarm indicator 
lights. At the set time, the alarm sounds 
and automatically turns off after 2 hours.

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To turn off the alarm sooner, slide ON/ 
OFF/AUTO/BUZZ to OFF. The alarm indi- 
cator turns off. Or, to have the buzzer 
sound again the next day at the preset 
time, just press ALARM when the alarm 
sounds. 


USING SNOOZE 

To temporarily silence the radio or buzz- 
er for about 9 minutes, press SNOOZE. 
The alarm automatically sounds again 
after 9 minutes. 



You can repeat this as many times as 
you want. To stop snooze, slide ON/OFF/ 
AUTO/BUZZ to OFF, or press ALARM. 


USING THE SLEEP TIMER 

The sleep timer lets you set the radio to 
play for up to 2 hours, then automatically 
turn off. This is useful if you want to let 
the radio play as you go to sleep. 

Note: Make sure ON/OFF/AUTO/BUZZ is 

not set to ON. 

To play the radio for about 1 hour, 
press SLEEP once. The clock radio brief- 
ly displays 0 : 59. 



To play the radio for less than 1 hour: 

1 . Hold down SLEEP. The clock radio 
displays 0:59. 

2. While you hold down SLEEP, press 
MIN. The minutes decrease by 1 
each time you press MIN. (Hold 
down MIN to continuously decrease 
the play time). 

To play the radio for the maximum of 
about 2 hours: 

1 . Hold down SLEEP. The clock radio 
displays 0:59. 

2. While you hold down SLEEP, press 
HOUR once. The time increases to 1 
hour, 59 minutes. 

To play the radio for more than 1 
hour, but less than 2 hours: 

1 . Hold down SLEEP. The clock radio 
displays 0:59. 

2. While you hold down SLEEP, press 
HOUR once. The time increases to 1 
hour, 59 minutes. 

3. While you hold down SLEEP, press 
MIN. The minutes decrease by 1 
each time you press MIN. (Hold 
down MIN to continuously decrease 
the play time). 

To turn off the radio before it automati- 
cally turns off, press SNOOZE. 
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CARE AND MAINTENANCE 


Your RadioShack AM/FM Clock Radio Telephone with 13-Number Memory is an ex- 
ample of superior design and craftsmanship. The following suggestions will help you 
care for your clock radio telephone so you can enjoy it for years. 



Keep the clock radio telephone dry. If it gets wet, wipe it dry immediate- 
ly. Liquids might contain minerals that can corrode the electronic cir- 
cuits. 



Use and store the clock radio telephone only in normal temperature en- 
vironments. Temperature extremes can shorten the life of electronic 
devices, damage batteries, and distort or melt plastic parts. 



Keep the clock radio telephone away from dust and dirt, which can 
cause premature wear of parts. 



Handle the clock radio telephone gently and carefully. Dropping it can 
damage circuit boards and cases and can cause the clock radio tele- 
phone to work improperly. 



Use only fresh batteries of the required size and type. Batteries can 
leak chemicals that damage your (product namej’s electronic parts. 


Wipe the clock radio telephone with a damp cloth occasionally to keep 
it looking new. Do not use harsh chemicals, cleaning solvents, or strong 
detergents to clean the clock radio telephone. 


Modifying or tampering with the clock radio telephone’s internal components can 
cause a malfunction and might invalidate your clock radio telephone’s warranty and 
void your FCC authorization to operate it. If your clock radio telephone is not perform- 
ing as it should, take it to your local RadioShack store for assistance. If the trouble is 
affecting the telephone lines, the phone company can ask you to disconnect your clock 
radio telephone until you have resolved the problem. 
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THE FCC WANTS YOU TO 
KNOW 

In the unlikely event that your telephone 
causes problems on the phone line, the 
phone company can temporarily discon- 
tinue your service. If this happens, the 
phone company attempts to notify you in 
advance. If advance notice is not practi- 
cal, the phone company notifies you as 
soon as possible and advises you of 
your right to file a complaint with the 
FCC. 

Also, the phone company can make 
changes to its lines, equipment, opera- 
tions, or procedures that could affect the 
operation of this clock radio telephone. 
The telephone company notifies you of 
these changes in advance, so you can 
take the necessary steps to prevent in- 
terruption of your telephone service. 


LIGHTNING 

Your telephone has built-in protection 
circuits to reduce the risk of damage 
from surges in telephone line and power 
line current. These protection circuits 
meet or exceed the FCC requirements. 
However, lightning striking the tele- 
phone or power lines can damage your 
telephone. 

Lightning damage is not common. Nev- 
ertheless, if you live in an area that has 
severe electrical storms, we suggest 
that you unplug your telephone during 
storms to reduce the possibility of dam- 
age.
